Treating Heart 
WE ARE living ii. a remarkable 
period of 
mechanical 
perfection. 
-Such advancem* nts have been ex­ 
tended into the realms of medicine. 
The young interne of today is fa­ 
miliar with many mechanical ap­ 
pliance." and uses 
them in 
routine 
work, appliances 
which were 
un­ 
heard of a quar­ 
ter of a century 
ago. 
One such de­ 
vice Ls the ‘‘elec­ 
trocard tog r a ph .’’ 
As the name in­ 
dicates. a tracing 
of the action of 
the heart can be 
made by the use 
of e 1 e c c t riclty. 
Not many 
years 
ago. it was dis­ 
covered that when the heart beats 
it generates tiny electric currents. 
The movements and action of the 
heart can be detected by means of 
this delicate1 
instrument. 
As the 
currents are liberated, it 
ls 
pas­ 
sible to record them on a phono- 
gTapric film, 
producing 
what 
is 
known as an “electrocardiogram.” 
Tills invention has proved to be a 
great aid in the recognition of cer­ 
tain disorders of the heart. 
Currents Vary 
The electric currents created by 
the action of the difierent cham­ 
bers 
of the heart vary, because of 
this, 
it Ls possible to detect the 
differences between the 
beats 
of 
the heart. It Ls passible also to dis­ 
tinguish between the right and left 
sides of that organ. In fact, the 
picture actually records the action 
of the mechanLstn which controls 
the heart beats 
The machine is so delicately con­ 
structed that even the slightest va­ 
riation from normal l-> recorded by 
the electrocardiograph. This makes 
it easy to tell the difference be­ 
tween what we call a“norm ar rec­ 
ord and that of an abnorma one. 
This modern aid In diagnosis is 
especially valuable in .studying cer­ 
tain disturbances of the blood ves­ 
sels of the heart. For example, in 
“coronary thrombosis,” about which 
we read so much in the press 
these 
days, one 
of 
the small 
blood vessels of the heart wall, it­ 
self may be plugged 
or 
blocked 
When this condition exists or the 
tendency Ls present, it will be de­ 
tected in 
the 
electrocardiogram 
There are other disturbances which 
otherwise would be difficult to de­ 
tect, but which are revealed by this 
test. 
Not a Treatment 
Do not be misled into the belief 
that the electrocardiograph is 
a 
means of treating heart disease. It 
has no curative value whatsoever. 
It Ls only one means which may 
help the doctor find a cure; it aids 
in detecting certain abnormalities 
so that proper treatment and med-1 
¡cation can be prescribed. Before 
this instrument was Invented many 
disturbances of the heart were ob­ 
scured, overlooked or perhaps con­ 
fused with some other than the 
true ailment.
